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This is the eighth report on project EREP 108, and it 
covers the month of February 1974. 

Aircraft photographs from the 8 January 1974 satellite/ 
aircraft/ship experiment have started to be received. 

Smooth plotting of the ship track is complete and analysis 
of the chlorophyll-a data has begun. Nutrient analysis 
for PO 4 , NO 3 , NO 2 and Si02 is complete and the data are 
being plotted. Dr. Baig is scaling the spectral irradiance 
data for computer input formatting and has been reconfiguring 
the instrument for use on the R/V RESEARCHER. Dr. Gordon is 
continuing his theoretical studies using the Monte Carlo code 
for light scattering in the sea. Reading and noting on the 
crew transcripts is now complete in preparation for debriefing 
on 19 March.
